I haven't reviewed any albums since my first aborted column a few 
months ago. There are many reasons for this. Unfortunately however, 
for reasons of Hornet security, | cannot disclose them at the present 
time. I can honestly report, however, that during the interim, at no 
time, under any circumstances, were ground troops employed. 

Nevertheless, in an effort to appease the many thousands who have 
telegrammed their regrets that the reviews have not continued (Hi 
there, Mr. Music Man) I offer this second edition of “Records to 
Spindle, Fold and Mutilate By”’ 


Seatrain (Capitol, SMAS 659) is currently working itself out of a 
pretentious advertising campaign which must take at least part of the 
blame for this group's lack of sales. Capitol’s crack PR department has 
apparently tried to relate Seatrain’s album with the Second Coming of 
Christ in a series of ads which more befit the Lord speaking from a 
whirlwind than an honest campaign extolling the merits of the group 
While that type of campaign may draw the fans of over-rated popular 
groups, Grand Funk, for example, it does not befit music such as that 


of Seatrain, itself much more restrained and listenable 

For lack of any other category, since rock listeners almost always 
expect music to be categorized, Seatrain plays country rock 

The group consists of five members, Andy Kulberg, (bass, flute) from 
the old Biues Project, Richard Greene, ex of Jim Kewskin's Jug Band 
(violin), Larry Atamanuik, Peter Rowan and Lloyd Baskin (guitars 
keyboards and percussion). Unfortunately, the album has one serious 
flaw. Although most of the individua ts are good, the album as a 
whole just doesnt make it. On first listening I thought the album was 
great. The second time it was pretty good. The third time I| heard it it 
was only good. After a dozen or so plays, | longer have any desire t 
listen to it. The reason for this | shall explain shortly 

As ' have already said, most of the group's tunes are really quite good 
better in fact than many of other groups that have made it. Their best 
performances are on the few tunes that get some action in them, but 


the band is tight with good harmonies throughout the album although a 
few of the vocals are a bit weak 

Particularly good is Greene's violin. Greene's experience with the Jug 
Band has provided him with an excellent command of good fiddle riffs 
which he uses primarily as the groups lead instrument. He does not 
controi the group with it, however, for all the instruments are blended 
together as a whole. At times for the effect is more that the whole band 
is playing rhythm 

This, in part, contributes to the albums major flaw. After a while it all 
begins to sound the same. Even though the melodies are different there 
is nothing outstanding to grab hold of from one cut to another. Thus 
although the individual cuts are enjoyable, they are too similar to grab 
your attention. They just exist in the background while you go about 
accomplishing your other business 

I don’t mean to imply that the Seatrain plays rock Muzak, rock Muzak 
doesn't go anywhere at all. Seatrains music moves, it’s just that it goes 
to the same place 

The only song which is truly different, it has been getting quite a bit 
of air play lately, is Song of Job, based upon the biblical story. More 
narrated than sung and with basically a simple musical line the song 
eventually fails. It’s originality lasts for only a third of the song, then | 
wait for it to expand bu. the basic rhythm just plods along for six 
minutes with only a few instants of really fresh ideas (Such as 


Atumanuicks twelve second insertion of Hall of the Mountain King.) 
Song of Job then, is indicative of the album as a whole. It's good, its 
easy to listen to, you can relax with it, but it just doesn’t go anywhere 
You end up either ignoring the last half or wishing it would end so you

Proposed budget calls 
for immediate action 


If one was looking for an 
indicator to campus unrest, 
Sacramento State College would 
have to be last on his list. The 
students at Sacramento State have 
become so hungup in “doing 
their own thing’, they’ve become 
totally unaware of the 
bureaucratic machinery which is 
about to devour them 

The machinery towhich we 
refer is the proposed budget for 
71-72. With the implementation 
of this budget, our college (and all 
state colleges) are being raped of 
what existing humanity they have 
If we don’t mind an Orwellian 
State of T.V. and masses, ther 
something has to be done 

Exactly what does the new 
budget mean to us as students? 
The State is cutting back $90 per 
student on the cost of instruction 
for full time equivalent students 
(FTE). This year we're receiving 
$1,520 per FTE. next year we'll 
get $1,430. It means a loss ot

Wheat sprouts are very high in 
vitamins and minerals, as they are 
used while still alive. They are 
prepared three days in advance by 
soaking ten tablespoons of 
sprouting wheat in a mason Jar 
overnight Cover jar with 
cheesecloth and a rubber band 
Drain the water out in the 
morning and place the jar 
upsidedown, tilted at a 45 degree 
angle on a saucer in a dark closet.

Collegiate athletics or 
social awareness

C. Wright Mills argues that a 
power elite structure controls the 
government while Jack Scott 
accuses a similar elite conspiracy 
is controlling intercollegiate 
athletics. 


Scott, sports editor of 
“Ramparts” magazine, spoke to a 
sparse audience at the SSC Little 
Theatre Wednesday and charged 
that a conservative element 
present in alumni organizations 
across the nation and the NCAA 
are to blame for the growing crisis 
in intercollegiate athletics 

According to Scott, one of the 
growing reasons why college 
athletic programs are treading on

The Sacramento Branch of the

Today athletes like Steve Owens, 
former Heisman Trophy winner 
are saying that college athletics 
are no longer fun but big business 
Scott said, “I've talked to many 
college athletes who claim they 
say their coaches more while they 
were being recruited in high 
school than they did playing for 
them.” 

A former instructor 
Berkeley, Scott feels that the 
coaches are placed in an 
impossible position of trying to 
change along with the athletes but 
remaining as an “agent of the 
vested business interest of the 
elite power structures.”’ Until now 
the coach only had to worry 
about winning but now he must

involvement by athletes in the 
black student and counter-culture 
movements which are causing a 
change in priorities, a change the 
alumni and NCAA are fighting 
The priority change is from the 
athlete's undying devotion to his 
particular sport to a feeling that 
athletics may be of secondary 
importance, with human rights, 
the war and education replacing 
athletics for the top spot 


Individual freedom and a growth 
in social conscienceness are the 
main variables for this change 
Scott feels that fundamental 
structural changes are needed to 
alleviate this growing crisis 

Scott supported his argument 
with evidence that top athletes 
across the nation are becoming 
cd senfranchised and that students 


concern himself with the task of 
integrating alumni with aware 
athletes 

In regard to the NCAA, Scott 
accuses the organization’s hardline 
stand against the forces of change 
as one of the greatest obstacles 
athletics faces on today’s 
campuses 


The NCAA and alumni 
associations must realized that the 
length of an athlete’S hair, his 
concern about the Vietnam war, 
and his growing social 
consciousness are becoming more 
important than to “win one for 
the Gipper.”’ 

Scott sees the benefit of the 
participants as the only legitimate 
reason for athletics and therefore 
the participants must have a 
significant say in the organizing of 
the activity. Although he doesn’t 
see the athlete's taking complete 
control of the organization, Scott 
does feel it is a necessity that 
athletes have more of a say in the 
function of the athletic program 

Scott asserts that 
changing and unless those 
controiuing the intercollegiate 
programs take heed, the crisis will 
continue and thrive on campuses 
across the nation

GOOD OLE’ ROCK AND ROLL 
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Failure to embrace authority and 
assume responsibility on the 
administrative level is always a 
timely and usually indicting topic. 
This avenue of examining 
Sacramento State's current 
enrollment crisis is the third 
attempt to make sense of a 
particulary complex and 
intriguing situation. 


In the first discussion of this 
semester's registration debacle 
external manifestations within the 
student ranks was reviewed. At 
that time we charged that a 
premeditated attempt at 
circumventing student opinion in 
curriculum matters was 
perpetrated by the Academic 
Deans and responsible 
administrators of this college. 
Little reply greeted our 
denunciation of current 
registration policy and so we were 
moved to write a second 
installment about the crisis. This 
time we decided to put forth our 
recommendations for solving the 
college's internal crisis of low 
F.T.E. for the second semester in 
arow 


Our solution was a binding 
course preference poll to be 
conducted during spring semester 
for next fall, thereby insuring the 
college an accurate and increasing 
F.T.E. while at the same time 
meeting the demands of the 
students for curriculum revision, 
Little did we realize that a major 
assumption we had taken for 
granted was false. Contrary to our 
best wishes and desires 
departments are, were, and alway: 
will be adverse to teaching 
anything other than what they 
want to teach. Regardless of 
student needs. 


This false assumption, that 
departments are willing to change 
is the starting point of our third 
installment. Factual realities 
indicate that departments, when 
compiling class schedules for a 
forthcoming semester, ignore, 
almost to the point of total 
isolation, student desires and 
catalogue requirements for majors 
and minors. Beyond this 
negligence, many departments 
make the erroneous assumption 
that certain courses require more

sections that there are students to 
fill them. This assumption is based 
upon some whimsical theorem 
within departments which could 
best be illustrated by the example 
of taking the coins out of one’s 
pocket and counting them 
thereby determining the number 
of sections to be offered in that 
particular course. Facts and 
figures to back up our hypothesis 
are available in the records of last 
spring's preference poll 
Discrepancies between student 
needs and department offerings 
exist within every school at this 
college 

The problems created by this 
method of constructing a class 
schedule werediscussed earlier in 
the first article, but for the sake 
of completeness are as follows 
overcrowding, over-enrolling. 
futile add/drop periods, 
impossible student-teacher ratios 


| and mounds of paperwork. This 


apparent dilemma may well cause 
one to question its validity as a 
workable method. The logical 
extension of this question then 
becomes what method will work 
And one step further leads us to 
question who has responsibility 
over curriculum matters 
ultimately. The answer, supplied 
by a simple check with the 
Admissions Office, is the 
Academic Vice-President. The 
problem then takes on new 


dimension because of additional 
complexities within the 
frameworkof how this college 
operates 


Traditionally, curriculum 
structuring takes place on the 
departmental level with the 
administration taking little 
interest or exercising little 
authority in this area. For one 
thing. any administration move to 
dictate teaching loads would 
immediately be branded as an 
infringement on departmental 
autonomy, or in other words, 
stepping on toes. Though the 
Academci Vice-President has the 
legal authority to impose 
curriculum criteria on the 
departments, to our knowledge, 
this has never been done. Because 
of the current F.T.E. woes and 
the dissatisfaction of the students, 
the Academic Vice-President, it 
would seem, must finally resort to 
the definition of his authority and 
assume responsibility for mending 
SSC’s ills. Further complications, 
though, indicate that the cudgel 
of impartiality may not be raised 
in defense of college's best 
interests 


This complication manifests 
itself in the form of a vacancy in 
the Academic Vice-President’s 
position, the duties of which are 
currently being administered by 
Dr. Norman Roth. 


Since the position is vacant at 

the moment, those nominated for 
the post, particularly the three 
recently agreed upon by the 
consultant committee as final 
selections, have no way of 
knowing who may be in line for 
appointment to the office. 
Because of this very fact, politics 
play an important role. In this 
instance, politics dictate inaction 
on the registration crisis, because 
possible ramifications of any 
Gutspoken opinions on 
prospective cures for the crisis 
may cast unfavorable light on 
someone's candidacy. 


Along these same lines, evidence 
of administrative inaction and 
back-passing persists. We point 
for example to the deadline date 
on Curriculum Revision, which by 
the way is an ill-conceived means 
of curing this college's woes, set at 
June 15. The convenience ofthis 
date is undeniable. Students will 
have left the campus for the 
summer, thereby making it nigh 
impossible to administer a new 
preference poll and get any 
accurate results. The blame for 
the delay will again be shifted 
elsewhere in the administration, 
and the net result, regardless of 
who is appointed to the Academic 
Vice-President’s post, is continued 
problems for SSC 


Two of action are 
apparent to alleviate our 
problems. Of necessity either of 
these must be initiated promptly 
Either President Bernard Hyink 
must choose his Academic 
Vice-President swiftly, or the 


courses 


acting vice-president Dr. Norman 
—- 


Roth, should be the trust implicit 
in his role as an administrator, 
enact vital programs which will 
bring the departments in line with 
the needs of the college 
Administrative buck-passing on 
this issue must be brought to a 
halt. The question of integrity to 
the college is a touchy one indeed, 
but it is about time that some 
pressure be exerted on those to 
whom it is entrusted. Curriculum 
Revision in its strictest sense, 
which is how it was meant, can 


only be a ruse to the real issue If ¢ 


something constructive is not 
done soon, responsibility for the 


demise of Sacramento State asa - 


college of quality education will 
begin to be assessed against those 
at fault.
